Balentine rides the 
Moose to win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 17 

Although the course markings 
were totally saturated with rain, 
KTM's Bob Balentine was able 
to get all his checks and hold the 


overall lead past the checkered at the 
Four Aces Moose Run. 

The Four Aces had quite a job cut 
out for them by Mother Nature. After 
having the course completely ribboned 
and arrowed the previous weekend, 
the rains came during the week. By the 
time the club got back out to the race 
site Friday night, most of the day- 
glos, and all of the lime were gone. 
Back out on the course they went 
Saturday morning, working feverishly 
to remark everything. The worst storm 
of the week hit Saturday, however, 
leaving the new markings completely 
wiped out, and the flash floods also 
rearranging the terrain in many places 
along the course. This time the job was 





too monumentous to redo well before 


start time. The course had been 
ribboned very heavily, however, so the 
club felt they would have to rely 
mainly on that ribbon for course 
identification. 

The Moose Run is a tradition with 
many riders outside District 37. Ken 
Guio, a semi-frequent entrant, made 
the trip from his home in Wyoming, as 
well as did a busload of “rowdy” and 
fun-loving members of the Los Gatos 
M.C. in San Jose. These guys are very 
strong and steady supporters of all 
Four Aces events. 


Friday night was clear and dry. Part 
of the “tradition” built up over the 
years with the Moose Run. is the feast 
that the Four Aces share with the Los 
Gatos members and the Shamrocks. 
On Friday night they buried several 
pigs and chickens in the barbeque pit 
for 24 hours of cooking. With the rain 
Saturday came the necessity for a work 
crew to keep the meat cooking. A crew 
held an awning over the fire pit to hold 
out the drenching water. At dinner 
time, finally, the meat was dug up and 
devoured, even though the bad weather 
didn’t let up. 





Sunday morning dawned bright, 
clear and clean. The first of the 250- 
plus riders to sign up were several from 
Nevada and Wyoming. 

The banner dropped at 10 a.m. 
sharp with the area totally dust-free. 
The first four riders past the bomb 
were three 250s riden by Kem Park, 
Ken Upp, and Chuck Miller, followed 
by former Trailbike ace, Cliff 
Thomas, now on a 175сс “С” 
machine. 

Back on the start line Bruce 
Ogilvie had one of his less brilliant 
starts having to kick 10 or 12 times 
before he finally left the line, well 
behind the rest of the pack. 

The first injury of the day occurred 
when young Kurt Pfeiffer, while still 
on his bike, hit the lip of a wash-out 
just before the bomb and broke both 
wrists. (He was taken to the hospital in 
Ridgecrest.) 

Leading the pack towards first 
check were Park and Upp, moving 
along together, taking turns at 
grabbing the lead. But that was short- 
lived as Balentine soon moved up 
through the ranks and into the lead 
followed by -seasoned Heavyweight 
Cory Timms. 


Through the first check these 
leaders were followed by Paul 
Christensen, Park, Jeff Kaplan, Chuck 
Miller, Upp, #331, Darin Cartwright 
and Howard McCasland. First Vet in 
for a check was Bill Saltzman. 

The “flying” Ogilvie had moved up 
tothe 12th overall spot. In 13th was one 
of the “wild men” from Los Gatos, 
Gary Vanderpool. 

First Senior pilot was Morris 
Norman followed two bikes back by 
Senior Art Knapp. Charlie Hamill was 
the first “С” bike in for a tank mark, 
but Kent Pfeiffer (C Am) wasn’t far 
behind. 

Kaplan soon dropped out of the top 
runners when he lost all brakes. 

Park and Miller began dicing back 
and forth until they hit a batch of 
rocks. Park almost lost it, but finally 
got everything under control. That 
was the last he saw of Miller, who had 
gotten a flat tire in the mess. 

Ogilvie was pushing hard and ended 
up getting off several times. Once he 
bent his shifter lever. He stopped at a 
check to bend it back out and ended 
up breaking it off, leaving only a stub 
to try to shift with. 

Hamill was on his new bike from 
Yamaha and seized it out on the first 
loop, but managed to get started 
again, finishing the loop. 

The first loop of 38 miles of totally 
dust free trail was covered by 
Balentine in 52 minutes. Balentine, 
accustomed ќо spotting arrows 
warning of turns, etc., overshot 
corners not only three or four times, 
but more like 20 or 30 times, and 
actually got “lost” five or six times. 

Following Balentine into the pits for 
gas were Park and Upp with 
Heavyweights Amateur Dan Smith 
and Darin Cartwright not far behind, 
Bill Saltzman, first Vet, was next with 
Chuck Stearns, McCasland, 
Christensen and Ed Pierce, riding his 
first Expert race, rounding out the top 10. 

When Hamill got into the pits, he 
changed main jets so he could finish 
without seizing on the second loop. 

Ogilvie, too, had repairs to do, 
replacing his shift lever. 

Balentine was not only hindered by 
lack of arrows, (which can be 
devastating at the speed he travels!) 
but also was plagued with throttle 
problems. He just couldn't get it to run 
well wide open. But his new shocks 
were working beautifully at any rate. 

Out on the second loop was an 














interesting narrow canyon with the 
rocks in a,stairstep effect. Normally 
this is not too difficult to ascend or 
descend, but with the heavy run-off 
from the rains, the rock "stairs" had 
been dislodged making it a push-up- 
with-great-difficulty situation. It easily 
became a bottle-neck. The Four Aces 
saw the pending problem prior to the 
race and so also broke a trail around 
the canyon which one out of every five 
riders spotted and used. 


Tim Foster (C Am) was running first 
C until he got through the canyon as 
several other C's went around the 
bottleneck instead. 

Jeff Matthews lost his rear brake 


after he cleared the canyon; 
completely lost it off the bike! 
Throughout the race the rider 


would mount a rise at race speed, only 
to find a large puddle of mud or water 
waiting on the other side. The riders 
began getting wry after this happened 
three or four times. 

Just such a puddle caused Balentine 
to seize on the second loop. Park came 
by, slowed a little to see Balentine 
shrug his shoulders, and then headed 
on down the trail thinking, “Wow! 
Maybe I can take this race.” About the 
time he had really gotten confident 
over the win, Balentine came 
rocketing past him on a straightaway, 
blowing Park’s smoke dreams into thin 
air. 

Back aways was Pierce, all by 
himself, Although it felt like he had to 
be leading the race, for there was no 
dust ahead of him, he knew that 
somewhere up there the leaders were 
playing hide and seek as they moved 
along the trail between the bushes. 

Ogilvie had gotten behind Senior 
Art Knapp just in time to see Knapp 
take a very bad spill. With blood 
running down his face Knapp was still 
determined to finish, so since (as 
Bruce puts it) Bruce has owed Art for 
help received many years ago, Bruce 
helped him back on his bike and took 
Arts seat which had completely 
broken off. Riding with two seats 
under him, Ogilvie followed Knapp, 
who was now riding with no seat, on 
down the trail towards the finish, 

Over an hour and a half passed 
before the leader could be seen 
cresting the rise near the highway, 
heading for the checkered. Then 
another rider was spotted. Balentine 
was in the lead, but Park was only 
about 15 seconds back. 

It was several minutes before Pierce 
entered the "finish chute," but the 
wait was even longer before Amateur 
Heavyweight Smith took Ње 
checkered, being closely chased by 
McCasland. 

Heavyweight Bruce Jones and 
Verlin Van Zee were next followed by 
Upp, Christensen and Los Gatos rider 
Vanderpool. Mike Eckardt (Hwt Ex) 
was next followed by Tim Foster who 
had managed. to make up his lost 
places. 

Each rider had tall tales to tell 
about the water puddles. Hamill came 
to one puddle and was going to 
cautiously go around it when two other 
riders came past him and hit it, fully 
drenching Hamill. Many riders 
claimed that one puddle just past a 
“ghost town,” had been lined with 
plastic so it would not drain away at 
all. 

Many riders, like Ed Whisenant, 
(riding out of Dick Allen's Yamaha) 
could tell tales of bad spills and getting 
lost, but still finishing in respectable 
positions, (second Heavyweight 
Amateur, 19th overall). 

First overall Trail was Amateur 
Bobby Charters. j ө

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Brad Lackey 


“If I can win it onetime, 
ГИ be happy"

What made Brad Lackey give the reds the 
blues? The Kawasaki greens. That's how the 
ads announced the switch of America's pre- 
miere Grand Prix motocross rider late in 1978. 
The move startled some. Riding for Honda, 
Lackey had finished second in the world їп 
1978, the fifth consecutive season that he had 
upped his annual placing. He seemed poised 
on the brink of the 500cc World Championship. 
But Brad chose to sever his two-year relation- 
ship with Honda and rejoin the factory he'd 
won a 500cc National Championship for in 
1972. Many figured that he couldn’t take an 
untested GP bike — especially one with a 
brand new single-shock suspension system — 
and expect to be an instant winner. But Brad 
was pleased with his rides on the GP prototypes. 
By the time he left for Europe in early March 
last year, after two months of strenuous physical 
training, he was fully confident he could win 
the World Championship, first year on an un- 
tested bike or not. 

The told-you-so-ers had a field day after his 
initial outing in pre-season international com- 
petition. The bike had unexpected problems. 
Brad and his mechanic, Steve Stastefski, im- 
mediately flew to California and then on to 
Japan for some quick sorting out. Doomsaying 
ran rampant back in Europe — until the first 
and only American ever to win a 500cc Grand 
Prix returned to the continent and proceeded 
to win three of the first six motos, forging to 
the head of the points table. 

Then his fortunes turned. Mechanical prob- 
blems and a few miscues left him third best in 
a tight (four-point) battle for second place 
behind the new World Champion, Graham 
Noyce. Despite six DNFs, Lackey led all riders 
in moto victories with six. 


Fourth place wasn’t what Brad had in mind 
18 to close out the decade. Не had started racing 


here before the start of the Seventies, before 
there was any AMA professional schedule. 

When Brad Lackey joined the national cir- 
сий їп 1970 at age 17 he rode with a rubber 
peace dove taped to his bars. His antics on a 
CZ earned him a 1971 invitation to visit the 
factory in Czechoslovakia. There he spent three 
months living in a shack with no electricity, 
using a nearby stream as combination kitchen 
sink and bathhouse. But the trip had tts bright 
side — six starts tn 250cc Grand Prix events. 

After joining Kawasaki during the ’72 cam- 
paign he returned to Europe in 1973, paid his 
mechanic out of his own pocket, and finished 
13th in 500cc racing. Dropped by Kawasaki, 
he prepared to privateer until Husqvarna signed 
him. He finished 10th, sixth and fifth in succes- 
stve years, scoring his first GP moto win at 
Luxembourg in 1975. 

Then, after placing as top American in the 
1976 Trans-AMA series, he signed with 
Honda. He finished fourth in 1977 and scored 
his first Grand Prix overall victory. He won 
two more GPs in 1978, moved up to second — 
and back to Kawasaki. 

Today, Brad resides on a hilly 20-acre | 
ranch near Concord, California that includes 
his own European-styled practice track in the 
back yard. With him are his wife, Lori, three- 
year-old daughter Lia, his parents, Cotton 
and Candy (the cats), Peyote, Tramp and 
Sideways McMuffins (the dogs), Misty (the 
horse) and 20 Mustangs. 

At 26, with 7V5 years of European racing 
behind him, he no longer seems partly leaky 
or even Partly, a tag Jim Pomeroy hung on 
him during the "good old days." "Totally" isa 
more appropriate tag for the racer who him- 
self nicknames anything that moves, as he pre- 
pares for what he hopes will be a successful as- 
sault on the 1980 500cc World СР 
title chase. 





First, the switch to Kawasaki. What 
were your reasons for leaving a proven 
machine to develop a new GP bike? 
Ah hah. Old news. Well...I had, 
what is no secret at this point, some 
problems with the management at 
American Honda. One of the major 
reasons was I felt I wasn't getting any 
PR and therefore had no future with 
the company. 

After finishing second in the world I 
wanted a longer term contract. They 
weren't willing to offer more than a 
one-year contract. Thattold me they 
had no faith in me as a rider. I didn't 
know what they were going to do. 
Honda sometimes goes into and out of 
racing. I didn't want to ride the bike 
another year and then be out of a ride 
and have the pressure of trying to find 
a new ride really fast. 

So I got some contract negotiations 
going with Kawasaki through Bryon 
Farnsworth, a good friend. Things 
started going together and we came up 
with a long term package. Kawasaki 
has always been good at the PR part. 
The Kawasaki guys are the ones on TV 
getting the press. 

As far as the bikes, the '78 Honda 
was really fast, but it wasn't the best 
handling bike. There were one or two 
that were better. Kawasaki showed me 
diagrams of their new suspension and 
early models. Looking it over I 
thought it could work. I was really sur- 
prised when we went testing in Japan. 
It really worked. We had a bit more 
problems than 1 expected getting 
ready for the season but we sorted 
everything out just in time for the first 
GP. So I think the change might have 
looked drastic on the outside, but for 
myself it was what I really wanted. A 
longer contract, more publicity. 

How long is the contract? 

Two to four years, depending on what 
I want to do. If I want to continue 
racing the third year I can, if they 
want me to, or I can do development 
work. 

You certainly were more visible as 
soon as you made the switch, The 
Kawasaki ads appeared everywhere. 
That's very important. I've been 
racing a long time, trying to make a 
good living and win the World Cham- 
pionship. I’m in Europe all the time 
with few stories on the GPs, just some 
feedback through Cycle News and 
many don't even realize that I'm 
racing. Аз a result I don't get as many 
outside sponsors either. Working as 
hard as I have, I certainly want to be 
recognized as one of the top riders, 
and if nobody knows I'm riding... 

You started a new training program 
last winter. How did you feel when 
you went to Europe last March? 

I felt stronger and more prepared to 
win the championship than I ever had 
in the past. I had run quite a bit and 
done some training camp stuff when I 
rode for Husky. With help from Dean 
Miller last winter I went a lot further 
than I had ever before. 


“With Andretti win- 
ning, Kenny Roberts, 
Bernie... America has 
the hot guys right 
now. I’m the only guy 
who didn’t win. I 
blew it.” 


The reports we got of your first inter- 
national ride before the GP season 
had you finishing 11th and getting 
lapped. Then you hurriedly flew 
back here and then on to Japan. 
What was the story there? 











Like I said, we had a few more problems 
than I had anticipated when we got 
over there. All our testing had been 
here. The GP season was approaching. 
By coming back here we could make 
any changes we wanted at the machine 
who and go to Saddleback to see if 
they worked. In Europe you don’t have 
that advantage. It just takes longer to 
get things done. We didn't have the 
time to take that slow European pace. 

We were really happy with the bike 
in Japan and we flew it into Austria. It 
got there just one week before the GP. 
Everybody at the international races 
thought it was really funny that I had 
changed from Honda to Kawasaki and 
the bikes weren't working at first. At 
the first GP we were still a little under- 
powered, and I got a bad start. I was 
25th on the first lap and finished fifth. 
I had another bad start, about 15th, 
but passed everybody to win the 
second moto. 

Right in the mechanics' area was a 
really fast, rough section. All the bikes 
were really getting out of control, but 
my bike went through there faster 
than anybody's. From that time on you 
could hear it in the pits that I wasn't a 
big joke and the bike wasn't a pile. It 
handled better than the other bikes, 
and we already had them worried 
there at the first GP. Our plan was to 
do that at the internationals and really 
psyche them out that they didn't have 
a chance against the new bike, but it 
didn't turn out that way. 





What size was the engine at the time? 
It was a 390. We were a little down in 
horsepower, like riding a 150 in the 
250 class. 


"There are no pits; it’s 
not like America. Just 
18 million idiots walk- 
ing т the pits. You 
can't even turn around 
and grab a wrench 
because there's some 
guy standing їп your 
toolbox.” 


Where was the next stop? 

From there we went to France and I 

was really confident because of my 

conditioning. 

Did Heikki’s injury make you more 

confident? 

With the bike problems, my mind was 

off anybody else. I was confident in 

myself if I could get the bike ready in 

time. So at France I finished one-three 

and won overall to move into the lead. 
From there we went on to Sweden. I 


. won the first moto and had some 








frame problems in the second one. 
The frame broke. The bike was totally 
new and we didn't know how far we 
could stretch before making a change 
in the frame. All the other teams know 
bow long their frames will last. So we 
were going to change after three races, 
figuring that was a pretty safe bet. We 
really weren't prepared to change it 
after two races. It just so happened 
they changed the track on us in Sweden. 
They had 15 jumps. 

I won the first moto after a bad 
start. I started about 25th in the 
second moto and had just caught the 
guys up front with seven laps to go. I 
was ready to make a drive to pass them 
all because I really felt strong from the 
conditioning. And just about that time 
I went over one jump and the frame 
stretched a little bit and caught in the 
ground. I really went into the handle- 
bars heavy and pushed them loose. 
And then after every jump they would 
slip so I would have to shut off and lift 
up on them. But I said: Damn it, I 
want to win. 

I got signals from Steve that all I 
needed was fourth place to win overall 
so I passed Rond for fourth on the last 
lap. I had the GP overall with about 
four corners to go when I came down a 
hill with a little dip and the frame gave 
away. That was the first low point of 
the season. At that point I was rolling 
right along. Nobody else had won 
more than one moto and I had three 
wins. I thought it was going to be cake. 


“Well, after being 
over there їп depres- 
ston land for all that 
time, I'm just like 
anybody else. I like to 
get back to fantasy 
land here, and then I 
start having fun.” 


And then we went to Italy and that’s 
when the problems really started. At 
that point...I blew it. I had a good 
start but I clipped a pole and bent my 
brake pedal all the way around and I 
had to stop to fix it. I went back to 
about 12th and I could only get 
fourth. Then in the second moto I had 
a problem with my shock. The assembly 
plant didn’t tighten the nut enough. 
Nothing broke, it just kind of fell 
apart so I DNF. 

So, I arrived here for Carlsbad in 
third instead of leading it like I wanted 
to do when I came back to theStates. 
So we got to Carlsbad, and everybody 
already knows that story. We had a re- 
start after I got the lead and we waited 
for a half-hour in 110-degree heat and 
they did all kinds of neat things there. 
I got a very poor start and then I stalled 
the motor going into the little canyon 
in the back. I kick and kick and it 
finally starts. I go wide open for three 
laps and I still didn’t catch the last 
guy. If I had ridden flat out, I don’t 
know if I could have caught the top 
10. 
And you were also aware that Heikki 
had already dropped out. 
Yeah. I felt it was stupid to keep going. 
I wasn’t going to win the overall race, I 
was after as many points as I could get. 
I felt that if I stopped and rested I 
might get 15 in the second race. And I 
did. Apparently a lot of people didn’t 
see it the same way, even Steve. But 
there was no way I could have made 
any more points than doing it the way 
I did, and that’s what I was after — 
World Championship points. So I think 
I did the right thing. 

Then we went to Canada. It was hot 
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and really dusty, and Graham got two 
good starts and had 45-second leads in 
a few minutes. Graham did good all 
year, but he isn't that good. By being 
in pretty good shape I came back and 
passed the third place guy but he ran 
me off the track, and I blew it and got 
fourth. The second moto, Graham 
had a big lead again but Wolsink 
passed him, and I made up 40 seconds 
and got second. So I got a second and 
fourth, and I was kind of depressed. 


Germany was next. Sunday morning 
I was fastest in practice, which I'd say I 
was in at least six GPs. We had a 
larger cylinder and my bike was run- 
ning like a rocket. We had over three 
hours on it going wide open and then 
in the race it seized. No reason. Not a 
mechanical fault, not the mechanic's 
fault, not my fault. It must have been 
a pinhole air leak. We didn't have 
another big cylinder so we had to put 
on a smaller size cylinder and piston. 
This left us with a different size motor 
for the second moto and no time to jet 
it. So we guessed at the jetting, and it 
was off so bad it was ready to seize. I 
had to cruise around and finished ninth. 





Then you went to England where 
you had won the GP the last two years. 
Í won the first moto. Then I got knocked 
down in the start of the second moto. 
A rider slid into me and caught me 
under his bike and a big post marker. I 
had to kick his bike off to get going 
and I was back in old 25th again. But I 
got going really good. I liked the track. 

The first moto was the easiest I had 
ever won. So I got up to fourth place, 
and I'm passing some lapped Italian 
guy when he pulls over in front of me 
and knocks me off on a big gnarly 
uphill. That was the second time I hit 
the deck, and it was near the end of 
the moto. I just lost my drive then be- 
cause I had been catching up to the 
leaders. Graham won that moto and 
had two-one to win the overall. 

In Switzerland I again blew it. I had 
a decent start. I came over a jump and 
I clipped one of the big wooden poles 
they use to mark the course. I hit it 
with my foot and brake pedal, and it 
threw my leg back off the peg and over 
the seat. I was doing a kind of a Han- 
nah, running alongside the bike, 
hanging off the back. And the throttle's 
on so the bike's.going a. hundred and 








dragging me. You have to pull your- 
self up without turning the throttle, 
which is pretty difficult at that point. 
So I pulled myself up and I go: Damn, 
what a save, I'm such a star! And just 
about that time I give it the throttle 
and the bike stops because the brake 
pedal got bent back. The brake locked 
up solid and I just went: Oh, you 
dumb...So I coasted, threw the bike 
down and kicked the pedal around 
and then I can't start the bike. I kick 
and kick until I'm dead last. I pulled 
over and asked Steve what place I was 
in. Thirty-eighth. I just rode around 
and finished. In the second moto I got 
fourth.

Holland was more engine problems. 
We got another new cylinder like the 








one in England and it was working fine 
and then it blew up. The same thing, 
we had to change motors again and I 
got an eighth in the second moto. 

We went to Belgium, and by this 
time there were only two races left, 
and I was getting very depressed. I 
knew I wasn’t going to win the cham- 
pionship. And I kind of wanted to go 
home. I tried to ride, but I didn't do a 
very good job, a 10th and an eighth. 

Graham had already clinched it the 
week before we got to Luxembourg. 
At this point I just hated life and every- 
thing. Malherbe took the start. I came 
from the back, passed everybody and 
won the first moto. Then Malherbe 
took the start again айа I came from 
the back and just caught up to him. 
Another lap or two and I would have 
passed him, but I spun out in the 
grass. I was getting a little excited. I 
went back to about sixth place. And I 
had to pass Roger and Gerrit and 
Rond again and I ran out of time. So I 
finished second. So I got a one-two 
and Malherbe got a one-two and he 
won the overall, so I blew it by spin- 
ning it out. 

You won six motos out of 18 finishes. 





One out of every three finishes. And 
the world champion, Noyce, won 
three. 

Yeah, I won a quarter of the motos, 
but you have to be consistent. If I 
hadn't broken down or made the mis- 
takes that I did it could have been dif- 
ferent. 

Did Noyce's riding improve that 
much last year, or was it just a com- 
bination of the various injuries and 
bike problems the competition had? 
He was riding well and he finished 
every race until he clinched it. Two 
years before you had to win motos to 
win the championship when Heikki 
and Roger were going at it. That was 
the key. Like '78. I missed two motos 
and Heikki missed one. Consistency 
was the key this year. 

We've covered the problems with the 
new bike. What about the strong 
points? 

After the first race they knew that the 
bike handled well and worked good. I 
still felt all season that it handled better 
than anything. When we got to the 
rough tracks I could ride it really 
good. I didn't have to learn to ride it 
— it was easy — and like I said, I was 











fastest in practice for half the races. 
The thing just rode like a dream. If 
you have the time you can set the Uni- 
Trak up for any track. The only thing 
was we were down a little bit in horse- 
power at the beginning of the season. 
What was the final engine size? 

420.

The European press was a bit hard 
on you, said you were ready to pack 
up and go home. What's the story 
there? 

In the beginning we were the big joke 
on the new bike — until we started 
winning motos. Then at Sweden we 
covered the bike after the frame 
broke. We didn't want anyone to take 
pictures of the bike. It's obvious, like 
the time Roger's bike broke apart at 
Livermore. The bike was gone and no 
one saw it. So we covered the bike and 
put it in our tent. 

There are no off-limit pits; it's not 
like America. Just 18 million idiots 
walking in the pits. You can't even 
turn around and grab a wrench be- 


. cause there's a guy standing in your 


tool box. So you have your own roped- 
off areas yith someone patrolling. 

A journalist from an English paper 
came over, opened the tent and came 
walking in with a camera. He was 
asked to leave but didn't pay attention. 
So Steve told him to get out or he 
would break his camera. So from then 
on we were the bad guys. It was stupid. 
After that there was really bad press 
for no reason. So after awhile we really 
didn't like those guys. There was some 
very unprofessional journalism. That 
really upset me. 

A perfect example: One of the En- 
glish journalists from a road race 
weekly put it in his paper that I was 
fired. The head racing manager from 
Kawasaki was with us, so I took him to 
the writer and introduced them: Hello, 
Mr. Journalist, this is the head racing 
manager for Kawasaki and he was just 
reading in the paper that I was fired 
and I asked him and he said I wasn't 
fired. And right there, in front of 
everybody, he still wouldn't apologize. 
They're pretty hard to deal with. 


Jim Pomeroy and some Moto-X Fox 
and LOP riders went over for the 250 
GPs. You and Chuck Sun were in the 
500cc class. Do you feel the Americans 
overseas get the coverage they should 
back here? 


Well, I'm gone all the time and I don't 
have my family saving every magazine, 
but I never see anybody over there that 
I know. I don't think they really cover 
the GPs the way they should. I did an 
interview with Cycle World before I 
left last March and I did a physical 
training test with Dave Hawkins of 
Cycle last September. That's really it. 


Is GP bike setup different than it 
would be for a race here? 

You could win a Trans-USA or National 
over here with a $90 motor, but in 
Europe you have to have a strong, 
monster motor because of the tracks 
and the long starts. And it’s always wet 
and loamy and the bike has to handle 
really well. Like Unadilla is the rough- 
est track in the U.S., and it’s nothing 
compared to some of them over there. 
Some of them are so fast and the starts 
so long you have to have killer horse- 


‚ power and really good suspension. 








Sounds like the Uni-Trak suspension 
worked out fine, 
The production bike will probably be 
quite similar to mine. It’s really like a 
regular spring shock, that's what's so 
neat about it. We had 10 or 12 color- 
coded springs — single and dual rate. 
The shock changed quite a bit during 
the year. In the beginning it was an 
adjustable shock that gave you six 
different damping positions. 
For both compression and rebound? 
In the beginning it was just rebound. 
Then we had non-adjustable shocks — 
one for each of the different damping 
settings. And then we went back to six- 
position adjustables. The production 
bike will probably be like that. 
What about the travel adjustment? 
You can adjust them up to like 1414 
inches. We never really messed with 
the height of the bike much, just ran it 
about 14 with really soft springs and 
strong damping shock so you're really 
sacked out. That way you can sit on 
the bike and it's not too high, but you 
still have that travel when you hit 
something. 
1980. Who will be tuning for you? 
What will the new GP bike be like? 
I'm leaving for Japan soon, and I'll 
find out about the new bike when I get 
there. ГЇЇ have Stig Pettersson as my 
tuner. He's Ole Pettersson's brother. 
Ole did a lot of development for Suzuki 
and later Kawasaki on the first two- 
strokes while racing GPs. Stig used to 
race. He was the mechanic for Ham- 
margren when he rode for Kawasaki. 
He speaks English, he's a likeable guy 
and pretty smart too. I originally 
wanted him to be team manager, but I 
think he's going to do the whole thing. 
Steve did a really fine job. I think he 
played more of a part in developing 
the bike than I actually did. I rode it 
and tested it, but he had a lot more 
ideas. I think he did a great job for 
me, and, I thought, for Kawasaki. 


Were you surprised that Heikki 
retired? 

Well, I asked him near the end of the 
season and he said he wasn't. Then 
when I heard it I was a little surprised. 
He started out the year getting hurt 
bad. He fell off a lot by himself during 
the year. And then when I came back 
home he crashed really heavily practic- 
ing for Motocross des Nations. I think 
he made a wise move to retire because 
he's proven everything that had to be 
proven. Being that old and experienced, 
he shouldn't have been falling off by 
himself like that. That bas to mean 
something. So the smart move is to 
stop while you're ahead. 

Were you surprised about Roger 
switching to Honda and deciding to 
race this year? 

Yes, I was, quite a bit. Roger's had a 
lot of great offers in the past, and he 
never moved when the time was really 
right. Sticking with Suzuki all that 
time and going through all the problems 
and all the good things and passing all 
the good deals. It wasn't the switching, 
but the fact he did it now. I wasn't 
ready for that. I can see Honda want- 
ing Roger for his name and i 
and what he can do for Honda and 
what's he's done with motocross. Just 
like my deal, he knows a lot more than 
we do know and I'm sure he's making 
the right move. 

I think the main reason was Honda 
needed a bike that handled as good as 
the rest of the bikes. There were some 
problems, especially over here in the 
States, and they have hired him to sort 
it out. And if he has to race to sort it 
out, then that's what's really happening. 
You and Jim Weinert have raced the 
entire decade of AMA pro racing. 
Looking back, what were the surprises 
and disappointments? 

The biggest surprise was going to the 
first Trans-Am in Ohio. I was going to 
the Inter-Am and somehow my entries 
got lost and I was stuck back East with 














no money. I went to Ohio because I 
heard there was a race there, too. And 
I got to ride and win some races and 
make some money. I continued on to 
do the circuit, and I stuck to the 
AMA racing. 

The Europeans dominated at the 
beginning and then it got to the point 
they weren't that hot. Then they didn't 
want to come over and get beat. May- 
be only the top couple of guys could 
come over and win now. j 

I think the disappointment is that I 
didn’t win the World Championship in 
the 1970s. I started a long time ago 
and I wanted to do that. I never put a 
date on it. Every year I felt I was get- 
ting closer. But as the Europeans will 
tell you, it takes a long time even if you 
don't think so. And I think the most 
amazing thing is that Weinert is still 
riding. (laughs) 

You want to be the only one left, 
right? 

No, just knowing Jimmy as long as I 
have and all the things we've done and 
gone through and he's still around 
doing a good job. All these young kids 
don't realize what 10 years of racing 
does to you. It takes a toll. 

How? 

You know how you used to walk along 
a fence and just jump over it or a shop- 
ping cart or a parking meter. You 
don't do that after 10 years. You just 
kind of go do-da-do-do-do. 


And ramble on by. 

It’s like hanging around with the young- 
ет guys. I go: Damn, I remember when 
I used to do that stuff. 

You bave a motocross book out now. 
Sure do, it's available from Kawasaki 
or Moto-X Fox. 

Were you surprised by the response 
to your book in England, the fact 
that sales over there already equal 
such a large percentage of competition 
licenses in the country? 

Well, maybe it's from the press I get 
there because of the races I win. Th 
have a major race in April called the 
Hants Grand International. I won that 
three years in a row and I won the 
British GP in '77 and '78 and finished 
second last year. So I've had a pretty 
good racing career in England.

And perhaps being a teammate of 
Noyce's for a year helped. 

Yeah, I was getting the press because 
we were teammates. My name was out 
there long enough that when some- 
thing came along — a book, especially 
— it was something they could identify 
with and that they felt would help 
them because they've seen me winning 
races. In theStates I don't have that 
recognition. The country is so much 
bigger. I think it's just a matter of win- 
ning more races in England. 

You've been hooked up with Moto-X 
Fox for a number of years now. 

I have a good working relationship with 
Bob and Geoff. I think I've helped 
them with quite a few things and I 
think they've shown me that they really 
appreciate it. I'm really happy to have 
such a good working relationship with 
somebody who has as good equipment 
as they do. I'm not as close to any of 
the other companies as I am to them. 
Bob Fox is a perfectionist. That's why 
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the Air Shox sold as well as they did 
and worked as well as they did. They're 
serious about making good stuff. 
Their second thought is making 
money. The first thought is to make it 
better than anybody else’s. Now with 
their new forks and shocks they're going 
to be on top of the suspension market 
pem. just like they were with their Air 
Shox, I'm sure. 

You basically don't ride during the 
week, preferring to train and then 
ride the weekends. 


That's my thing, and I really don't try 
to push it. Гуе been riding for 10 
years, and it works for me. I keep 
wanting to say that to younger guys, 
and I catch myself thinking that they 
haven't been racing for 10 years, and 
they may still need to learn how to ride 
some more. 


How did you get hooked up with 
Dean Miller for your training pro- 
gram last year? 


At the last race of the '78 season I 





crashed at Luxembourg and I wrecked 
one of my ankles. There were a bunch 
of bone chips and torn ligaments. It 
wouldn't get any better. I had to pull 
out of the Trans-Am. 

I went to several clinics. They said 
there was nothing they could do. I put 
the word out that I was looking for 
somebody who knew how to tape 
ankles. Dean heard about it. He didn't 
know anything about me or motocross. 
He works with the high school kids and 
Pop Warner football. He came out to 








Sears Point. He didn't have a pit pass 
or know what I looked like. He fad 
been kicked out of the pits three times. 
So he was hollering over the fence to 
me and we made a date for lunch. 

He sounded like he knew what he

was talking about. He had some de- 
grees in sports medicine, He told me 
what to do for it, and the ankle got 
better. In two weeks it was down to 
normal size after three months of prob- 
lems. We started working out and all 
of a sudden we were a team and the 
stuff he had me do was definitely help- 
ing me. 

I wanted to improve my upper body 
strength. He worked on my weak 
points and I'm totally happy with the 
whole thing. I have to really thank 
Dean a lot for what he's done with me. 


Last September you were tested by 
the National Athletic Health Institute 
with seven other motocrossers for a 
Cycle magazine article. The results 
of that seem to have justified the pro- 
gram. You won by a wide margin. 
Dean's program is hard work, but it 
definitely works. In my riding, it also 
made a big difference. I slacked off at 
the end of the season and wasn't doing 
any training. I wasn't in top shape 
when I took the test. I think this year 
with Dean's modifications to the pro- 
gram I'l be even stronger than last 
year. We both have a year under our 
belts. I'm confident that when I arrive 
in Europe, I'll be in better shape than 
anybody else, and that's what it takes 
to win GPS. 


You rode one stadium race last year. 
What’s your attitude toward stadium 
racing? 

If it's going to be as big a spectator 
draw as it is, and if it's going to be as 
dangerous as it is, and those two kind 
of go hand in hand, then the purses 
are really low for what the promoters 
are making. If the winner was making 
10 or 12 grand, then I could see risking 
what you have to risk in front of all 
those people. But it's just not worth it 
for what's being paid now. You don't 
have 45 minutes to settle down, read 
everything and put on a nice smooth 
charge to the front. You have to go 
crazy, wide open for 20 laps and take 
all the risks you can. А motocrosser's 
career is pretty short as it is. If you're 
going to take all those chances week 
after week, it's just not worth it. 

Is that one of the keys to becoming an 
experienced veteran? Learning to 
read and evaluate risk taking. 

Well, let's E it this way. I could 
name 20 other riders who started at 
the beginning of the decade like me 
and Weinert, but there's only two left. 
That involves unlucky breaks, not 
knowing limitations and losing desire, 
but sizing up risks is an important fac- 
tor. If you're looking for a long career 
you can't go out and rack yourself up 
every week. 

You lose the desire if you get hurt 
too much. You have to take chances 
when the risks are at least 50-50, but 
not 30-70, unless you plan on racing 
for two years, make it or break it. 

This year, the schedule is 17 stadium 
races and 21 outdoor events. Do you 
see this trend toward less outdoor 
racing continuing? 

It sure looks that way. I just think the 
only reason the AMA is still around is 
because of motocross. It's paying the 
bills and keeping them alive, and they 








seem to be turning their back оп out- 
door motocross and making it so hard 
on the promoters to make a living. 
They could end up screwing up the en- 
tire system. If there are no more out- 
door races and no more Saddleback 
Parks, then where do you go to prac- 
tice? You don't buy stadium bikes. 
Everything could turn around. 

If the outdoor tracks become history 
there won't be any place to ride, and 
then what gp i Tiy to bike sales? Then 
the whole thing could take a big 
dump. The AMA better straighten up 
their act before that happens because 
they'll go down the tube just like every- 
one else. 


Is there as much opportunity now for 
a young rider as when you started? 
There’s more money now. 

Yeah, that’s for sure. But then you 


could get a lot more for your money. . 


Then you got stock bikes and a little 
bit of money, now you get factory 
bikes and a contract, but now you 
have to devote a lot more time to it. 
When I was a kid you didn’t have to 
train, you just-cruised to the race, had 
fun and tried to win after working five 
days a week. Now you work 18 days a 
week trying to get prepared. 
Should there be more emphasis among 
American organizers for longer, 
tougher motos to develop better riders, 
potential World Champions? 
Well, the riders themselves can't do 
that, they have to ride what's available. 
Like, I'd come back to ride a National 
and see the track and say: Why don't 
you run your ribbons down this big 
arly downhill and be trick instead of 
easy? But they didn't want to listen. 
Were you surprised that America's 
first dirt world champion wasn't a 
motocross rider? 
I never really thought one way or the 
other who would be the first, but I am 
really happy to see that Bernie went to 
Europe and just showed them that 
America has more than apple pie and 
baseball. He went over there and 
smoked them all which is the hardest 
thing to do, coming from a different 
pace I respect him because I know 
ow hard it is. After just a couple of 
years he put it on them babies. I think 
that’s great. With Andretti winning, 
Kenny Roberts, Bernie, America has 
the hot guys right now. I'm the only 
guy who didn’t win. I blew it. 


That would have been a nice triple 
— motocross, trials and road racing. 
How do the American riders rate 
now with the Europeans? 

Well, it’s the same old thing. The 
Trans-Am is history now. You can't 
talk about that. Like Malherbe, 
finished third in the world champion- 
ship. He won three, maybe four motos 
and came over here for the Trans-USA. 
He won Ohio which is just a typical 
American track which has nothing to 
do with Europe. He just flew in, he 
wasn't set up for over here. Then he's 
second at Buchanan and he would 
have done great at Unadilla and prob- 
ably won the whole series in front of all 
those Americans on their own little 
tracks. And that again is a hard thing 
to do, not being familiar with the 
tracks and being away from home. 

If he can do all that and still only be 
third in Europe, that tells me that 
there are still some fast suckers over 
there. No matter how fast they think 
they're going over here, there are still 
some faster guys over there. 

Do you think the manufacturers over- 
emphasize the American champion- 
ships? 

Well, they're in business to make 
money. If the magazines are writing 
about the stuff over here, then they're 
going to use the championships over 
here to sell motorcycles. That's business. 
I wish that the GPs played a more im- 
portant part in the PR over here but... 

You don't see Heikki or Moisseev in 
big ads over here. If a guy wins the 











Superbowl, you see 10 times as much 
in the ads. 

You and Weinert are the old men. 
Yet you're younger now than when 
Roger won his first championship. 
Why do we see so many shooting stars 
— here today, gone tomorrow — in 
American motocross? 

Maybe it's not knowing their limitations 
or sheer bad luck. I think it's probably 
because there's so much more to do in 
the States than in Europe. So many 
other things to have fun with and goof 
around. This i$ an easy life, no matter 
what anybody thinks about it. We got 
it over here. It's easy not to have a big 
drive and a big goal, and guys give up 
too easy. 

What is the key to longevity, sticking 
it out? 

You have to have a goal or you can’t go 
anywhere. In the beginning my goal 
wasn't to be World Champion. That 
would have been ridiculous because 
the first time in Europe I got smoked 
and lapped and I said: Boy, I'm in the 
wrong sport, 1 ought to start water 
skiing or something. 

After a while it got to the point I was 

doing okay. And when you beat the 
big boys just one time, that's all it 
takes. You go: Well, I just beat them 
and I know I can now. So it's up to you 
to try and do it and that's what I did. 
Once I got a taste I felt there was no 
reason I couldn't win. It would just 
take a lot of work and a lot of time and 
that's been my goal. Everybody has to 
have a goal to do something. But the 
main thing is mental attitude and 
wanting to do it. Like I said in the 
book, to figure out what that is to keep 
you happy is one of the hardest things. 
Everybody is different so it's a compli- 
cated thing that's hard to talk about. 
It seems, for the most part, the major- 
ity of Americans who want to race in 
Europe are the ones who haven't 
gone over yet? 
I don't know what they're expecting, 
but it is a lot of work and it's really 
different. You don't have mom to take 
care of you, and you don't have your 
trick water bed or your dune buggy 
and your Jet Ski. There's nothing to 
do, and it rains all the time, lousy 
weather. It's boring as hell if you're 
not racing Ог going to the races. So it's 
pretty depressing, is what it is. 

That's the problem. They go there 
and they might have fun at the races, 
but they're depressed all week and 
when they get to the race they're de- 
pressed and can't race. Plus, it's un- 
familiar and the tracks are different. 
Nobody ever sticks at it long enough to 
get used to the tracks and get over the 
depression and that's more or less what 
I did. And I can kind of put up with it 
and that's why I can concentrate on 
trying to win races instead of concen- 
trating on not being depressed. Any- 
body who tells you you go to Europe 
for a vacation is full of it.

American tracks, European tracks. 
Are Americans riding a different sport 
here? 


It's the same. You can get an American 








track in Sweden or somewhere that 
you could stick a TT on. The others 
are great like Unadilla. There can be 
lousy conditions but a really good 
track. Motocross is motocross. If you 
go to Europe it's going to be a change, 
and you have to get used to it. Just like 
Malherbe coming here. That's why I 
thought he did such a good job adjust- 
ing to small tight tracks where you 
don't need a lot of horsepower. 


What about the use of terrain? 

It depends. Ohio is using everything 
that they have. They just don't have 
the hot spot for a big downhill, uphill 
Grand Prix race track. 

You won Unadilla this year, but 
otherwise didn't have a particularly 
sparkling Trans-USA series. 

There were only five races. 

Is the series anti-climactic for you? Is 
the year pretty much over for you 
mentally after the GP season ends? 
Well, after being over there in depres- 
sion land for all that time I'm just like 
anybody else. 1 like to get back to 
fantasy land here and then I start 
having fun. 

The one American track that is 
“European,” you went out and won 
on it. 

Yes because it's neat and fun. Every- 
thing worked good. The week before 
Howerton was just a rocket at Buchan- 
an. I should have gotten second, but a 
rock hit my gas tank and it lost its gas. 
What do you think about the Roberts/ 
Sheene pullout from FIM road rac- 
ing? 

I think that's great. Those guys get 
paid more than us. For start money 
Roberts gets like $3000 and like I'd get 
$300. There should be some difference 
for the risk, but not that much. Their 
races are more dangerous and they get 
giant crowds, but then they cut his 
start money in half. The just break the 
rules and change everything, do what- 
ever they want. They're really a power- 
play organization over there. Old guys 
who run the whole show. 

Why won't the FIM pay decent 
money? 

They don't have to. They know the 
guys are contracted to race. They get 
120,000 people and give you $300. 
And they make a million. Why be so 
greedy that you're going to screw up 
the whole thing? Why not just give 
them 10 grand and have 190 left 
instead of 200 and make everybody 


террас 

Would the Roberts/Sheene thing 
work for motocross? 

The only way it would work is if the 
riders stick together. Like when we 
had a little protest at stadium racing. 
Protests have worked in Europe at 
GPs. 

Once or twice, That's the whole key, 
once the riders decide to stick together. 
The road racers are older. They're 
making good money, and they've been 
around. Younger guys tend to fold, 
and it won't work. I think in Europe in 
the 500cc class, it might work. Instead 
of $500 for winning a GP we could win 
five or six thousand dollars, which 
would still be low pay for a profession- 
al sport. 

How much will we see of you in On 
Any Sunday 1? 

I don't really know. If I had won the 
World Championship, I imagine a lot. 
But seeing that Roberts won and 
Bernie won, I might be getting third 
billing. 

They spent a good amount of time 
with you. 

Yes. But it seems that all the races they 
went to were the ones where I didn't do 
well. They got two motos I won, 
anyway. 
What about the bikes in the 500cc 
GPs. There are plenty of production 
bikes. How much difference is there 
between the production bikes and 
the works bikes? 

On a given day all the bikes are cap- 


able of winning with the right rider on 
them. But, of course, all the good 
riders are on factory bikes. The semi- 
production Maicos and KTMs are 
sometimes lighter than the works 
Japanese bikes. They might be simple, 
but they're within the same weight 
limit, putting out the same А 
Sometimes the semi-production bikes 
are more dependable. 

How long do you plan to pursue the 
World Championship? 

It depends, really. If I ride this year 
and don't win because I'm not fast 
enough, then I'd only ride one more 
year. But if I win this year, I'd want to 
retire real bad. I would have ridden 
my 12 years and made my goal and I'd 
want to stop. I'd never be second 
again. But then you come to the prob- 
lems where you'd be getting a lot of 
money to keep going and getting lots 
of nice deals, and it would be awful 
hard not to do it even if you suspect 
you might get beaten. 

Then you'd have to make a decision, 
and I can't say what I'd do then. But 
I'd like to win and stop and say: Fine, I 
did that, and move on to something 
else.

What about the auto racing? 
Well, when I talk about something 
else, that's kind of what I'm talking 
about. 
What kind of racing? 
Some kind of open wheel, formula 
racing. Га like to go to England and 
do something over there. What it takes 
to be a good motocross racer is no dif- 
ferent than what it takes to be a good 
car racer other than you have to be in 
shape to be a motocrosser. You make 
split-second decisions all the time and 
go into the corner faster and come out 
faster and look for lines. It’s all the 
same stuff. I’m not saying a motocross 
guy can jump in a car and be a hero or 
anything, but with a certain amount 
of time under his belt I'm certain a 
good motocross racer could be a good 
car racer. I don't know if I'd like to get 
as serious as I have about motocross, 
but I'd like to have fun and maybe try 
to make some money at it. I'd like to 
get in a car on the side while I'm still 
GP racing and learn it a little bit. 
What about going before the cameras? 
That'd always be nice. The problem is 
that motorcycle industry is a closed 
little tight thing, and to get out of that 
into magazines or television or com- 
mercials you really have to have a con- 
nection. Even if I won the champion- 
ship several times that wouldn't assure 
me of getting anything. The only one I 
could think of is an American Express 
commercial. 
This will be your ninth year overseas. 
In the past you’ve talked about that 
one little plaque you can put up on 
the wall: World Champion. Would 
that make it all worth it? 
Oh, yeah. In the beginning you starve 
to death, but motocross is becoming a 
big sport. I've made a good living at 
trying to be world champion so I'm not 
complaining in the least. But if I never 
make it I'Il feel I didn't reach my goal 
and was unsuccessful.. Even if I never 
made another penny but made it, 
that's still really important. If it was 
just for the money I don't think I'd be 
interested enough to keep doing it. 
Like I said, if I won the champion- 
ship there would be a decision to make 
even if someone said: Here's a million 
dollars. I would have done it. Га 
rather everybody remember me as a 
winner. If I can win it one time I'd be 


happy. e.

CMC Sportsmen 
swim for gold at 
Indian Dunes

In a rain storm fierce enough to 
shut down the southland free- 
ways, a hardy group of racers 
met at Indian Dunes for the final 
Sportsmen race in the Continental 
Moto-sports Club’s Can-Am Golden 
State Series. 

Problems started in practice with 
the Pee Wees unable to find the track 
and swimming upstream, creating 
their own course. 

When it came time to get down to 
some serious racing, the track had been 
reworked by Walt James and his crew, 
racers trapped in the mud rescued, 
and water-logged bikes dried out. 

One of the first classes to take on the 
storm were the 500cc Juniors, mud- 
whompers at heart! Throughout their 
first moto, Don Hoover kept his Ya- 





maha afloat and fought to hold off 
Maico-mounted Ken Post of Paso 
Robles. Post found Jack McCormick 
breathing down his jersey. These top 
three racers were all within a heart- 
beat of each other, spinning out of slip- 
pery turns and barely escaping the 
mounds of mud that had entrapped 
their fellow racers. 

Tight in their own race were David 
Caughey of Laguna, holding down 
fourth, Doug Rand and Johnny 
Padilla. With the storm reaching great- 
er intensity, the races were held to one 
moto and Hoover slipped across the 
finish line the victor. Post held firm 
for second and third went to 
McCormick. 

The 100cc Junior and Intermediate 
racers had one of the wildest and hairi- 
est rides of the day. Intermediate 
Andy-Welinger kicked his Yamaha out 
in front and led the charge up the hill, 
only to go down on the backside of the 
track in a pile-up that snared several 
racers. Emerging out of the chaos was 
Junior Kevin Beckenhauer with Mike 
Maurer aboard a Suzuki from Fresno 
and Pat Imperatrice firing at him 
through every turn and over every 
jump. Beckenhauer found himself 
starting to lap several riders. 

The downhill claimed several racers 
in one giant mud slide as racers con- 
tinued to plow into each other, adding 
to the pile-up. Intermediate Chris 
Lewis snuck on by and took over 
second. Closing in fast on Lewis was 
Vincent Pirlo. Beckenhauer continued 
to slide and careen his way down to the 
finish line only to find Pirlo move into 
second, then take away the lead in a 
classic photo finish. 

When the last mud-splattered rider 
came home, Pirlo had gathered the 
gold for the Juniors, Beckenhauer sec- 
ond and Maurer third.

When the checkered flag welcomed 
them home, Navera picked up the 
gold, Tetone took down second and 
Engel, who had been in command for 
most of the race, scooped up third.

International M/C's Mike Shoe- 
maker had an outstanding day, run- 
ning away with each moto in the 500 
and 250cc Pro classes. 

The mold was set in the first 500cc 
Pro start, when Shoemaker pulled 
from the field and never looked back. 
Darren Oliver (Yam), Mike Wickersham 
(Mai) and Mark Gambetta (Yam) had 
a first lap pile-up, putting Dirt Bike's 
Ken Zahrt in second. With four laps 
under his belt, Kirk Sturgeon closed in 
and pressed Zahrt relentlessly. In a last 
effort to make a pass, Sturgeon lost 
time, going too high on a berm, and 
had to settle for third. Gambetta and 
Wickersham worked back up to fourth 
and fifth. l 

Zahrt held the lead for two laps in 
moto two. Shoemaker took the inside 
line down the sand straight, passed 
Zahrt in mid-air off the jump, and 
proceeded to stretch it to the wire. 
Gambetta pressed Zahrt for second, 
but ran into trouble and retired from 
the race. Wickersham took over third, 
with Darren Oliver fourth.

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Dirt Riders put on 
good grassroots 
MX

BLOOMFIELD, CA, FEB. 10 

The motocrossers dream of 
friendly yet worthy competition 
on a fine uncrowded track close 
to home was realized for the 120 


Sonoma County riders who accepted 
the invitation of Dirt Riders, Inc. to 
race at their club property in Bloom- 
field, CA today. The Dirt Riders had 
obviously invested the time and energy 
needed to provide an excellent track 
and a well-organized sequence of events. 
What they lacked in experience was 
more than compensated for by their 
open, friendly flexibility. The goal of a 
safe, satisfying day of motocross was 
definitely achieved. 


Robert Brookins holeshot the first 
moto of the Old Timers but by the 
lap's end Rich Doble was in front. 
Brookins dogged Doble's every move to 
cross the finish line second to Doble. 
In the second moto Doble was hot off 
the line and running first until the 
third turn when his bike loaded up 
and quit. The others had almost gone 
all the way around before Doble got 
going again, but he was able to 
reclaim enough lost positions to score 
second overall. 


Richard Washburn holeshot moto 
one of 125cc Division One followed by 
Greg Franc and all the others. The 
second lap was decisive when some 
overanxious leaders fell and Berkeley 
White pulled in front to stay. It was 
still a race, however, between White 
and Franc who pulled ahead of the 
others but not away from each other. 
White finished first, Franc second. 
Moto two looked pretty much the same 
with Franc ahead for the first lap and 
a half before trading with White. 


Division Two of the 125s was totally 
dominated by Wiley Dean Craig 
riding a Suzuki. Craig holeshot both 
motos and actually had a noticeable 
lead coming around the first turn. In 
the first moto Dennis Stolp came off 
the line in second and kept it followed 
by Ron Picken. In moto two, Mike 
Selitsch was behind Craig at the start 
but Stolp soon traded up to finish 
second,  Selitsch third. Ву the 
checkered flag Craig was a full 45 sec- 
onds ahead which gave him plenty of 
time to get lined up on his 250 to ride 
back-to-back motos in two classes. 


D. Stirling had the holeshot in moto 
one (250cc Division One) but the real 
battle was between Craig's Suzuki and 
K. Palmers Maico. Together they 
pulled out far enough to begin 
lapping riders by mid-race. Craig 
finished ahead of Palmer in moto one, 
but moto two saw Jim Jepsen running 
off with the starting line honors and 
leading. Craig experienced bizarre 
problems with a gas line that was too 
short and they put him too far back to 
score well. Palmer reaped first overall, 
Jepsen second and Stirling third. 


Moto one of Division Two of the 
250s came off the line with Berkeley 
White in front followed by Ron Grey, 
M. Petersen, and Jay Costa. That 
order prevailed to the finish. Moto two 
saw Grey as the early leader who 
traded first with White and then with 
Petersen. Petersen, with consistent fast 
laps, pulled well ahead of White and 
Grey who both lost time stalling in the 
corners and both even fell once. At the 





checkered flag Petersen was 30 seconds 
to the good followed by White and 
then Grey. 

Dave Allen managed to be aboard 
the first bike into the first turn in both 
Open Novice motos, but Tom Phillis 
led across the finish line in both cases. 
Allen crashed in the second turn in 
moto one and had to struggle up from 
last place to score well enough to place 
third overall. Craig Pierce followed 
Phillis up out of the pack and took 
home second place brass for his efforts. 

Local races such as this one could go 
far toward fulfilling the needs of moto- 
cross enthusiasts by providing an alter- 
native to long expensive commutes to 
overcrowded race tracks without 
diminishing the quality of the racing 
itself. It is hoped that the Dirt Riders 
will continue to provide this alterna- 
tive for Sonoma County riders.

“Indefinite leave of absence" 
for Springsteen 


STAMFORD, CT, FEB. 22 

"Harley-Davidson has given Jay Springsteen an indefinite leave of 
absence," said Bill Dutcher, AMF/Harley-Davidson Director of Public 
Relations, in a Friday evening phone call from H-D's corporate head- 
quarters in Stamford. Dutcher said the sidelining of Springsteen was 
being enforced for his own good. “We want to get to the bottom of his 
stomach problems, so Jay's healthy and 10096 fit when he races." 

Springsteen missed two Winston Pro Series rounds last year due to 
the stomach problem. He was hospitalized in Houston several hours 
after placing fourth in the TT and missed the Feb. 9 Houston Short 
Track as a result. Springsteen has undergone testing in several 
hospitals, inicuding the famed Mayo Clinic. 

Dutcher said Springsteen would definitely sit out the H-D Dirt Track 
Series in Florida which begins this week and would even skip the April 
12 Sacramento Mile and possibly the May 4 San Jose Mile unless he is 
100% fit. 

Three-time Grand National Champion Springsteen, reached by 
phone at his Lapeer, MI, home on Monday morning, Feb. 25, said, “I 
did speak to John Davidson on Friday. In fact, І called him. I'll 
definitely miss the H-D Dirt Track Series, but | don't intend to miss 
Sacramento or San Jose. While the tests performed at Houston didn't 
— in my opinion — pin down the problem any more than previous 
tests, the doctors there insist that my diet is to blame. I’m going to 
change my diet and see if cutting out certain things cuts down on the 
acid in my stomach and hopefully stops this thing. | plan on racing at 
Sacramento." 

Dick O'Brien, the head of H-D's racing team, phoned from 
Milwaukee and said, “We want to make sure that everyone realizes 
that we are working with Jay 10096. He is not off the team. We just 
want to give him a 10096 chance of finding out exactly what is wrong, 
and we feel that his sitting out the Florida series will give him time to 
lick this thing.

Regarding the unsigned retort to my 
letter in Feb. 6 Cycle News: Did you 
get the number of that truck? This 
irresponsible blurp makes me feel as if 
I have been knocked down by a hit and 
run driver. While my viewpoint may 
have been controversial, at least I am 
responsible enough to sign my name to 
my words. My opinions are my own 
and in no way reflect those of the 
management of Yoshimura, U.S. 
Suzuki, Vetter Corporation, their 
agents or affiliates. 

The charges levied at Yoshimura 
are completely out-of-line and totally 
irresponsible. I can understand why no 
one would want to sign a letter like 
that. 

This anonymous letter is quite 
honestly the first unfavorable 
comment I have heard regarding my 
letter. Rather I have recieved 
numerous cards and calls of support. 
People in the industry who know me 
realize that while my account is 
passionate, it is also straight-forward. 
People do not always agree with you 
when you dare to speak your mind, 
but most people respect your right to 
do so without becoming angry and 
malicious. This unsigned note had 
malicious overtones. 

My previous letter was competitive, 
yes. But certainly not malicious! 
There may be a fine line between 
competition and anger sometimes. But 
I don’t want to waste energy on anger. 
Please don’t read between my lines 
something which simply wasn’t there. I 
have no vindictive intentions whatso- 
ever, 

In some ways I am indebted to this 
individual who likens his mind to a 
garbage disposal (unusual analogy), 
because it gives me an opportunity to 


clarify and dispell some of the myths 
surrounding Yoshimura at the race 
track. 

Riders and money: I have no 
romantic notions that people can live 
on love — even if it is for motorcycles! 
Everyone should be paid for their 
services according to ability. I don't 
work for free. And I think that most 
people realize that neither do Aldana, 
Cooley and Crosby. They work for 
Yoshimura. We work hard, we work 
together as a team and we have a good 
time doing it. Isn’t that what racing 
motorcycles is all about? 


And while money talks, it doesn’t 
say everything! There must be personal 
integrity. What do you think about a 
mechanic living with the Yoshimura 
family for three years, going to Japan 
and working with Pops testing the 
1980 bikes, getting on the plane in 
Tokyo to come to work for Yoshimura 
R&D, getting off the plane and going 
straight to Honda? That is more then 
simply changing jobs! I can’t respect 
that type of action. 

While 0.5. Suzuki Technical 
Department does sponsor Yoshimura 
in exchange for Yoshimura’s testing 
the Suzuki motorcycle under the most 
extreme track conditions, I don’t feel 
comfortable with the terminology 
"Suzuki pouring money into 
Yoshimura.” Not true. Suzuki has a 
budget. We fit into their budget. They 
sponsor us. We are Yoshimura. Suzuki 
is Suzuki. Both entities are separate, 
not merged. 

Vetter Corporation is being 
generous in sponsoring us this year, 
as well. But that doesn't mean that 
Vetter now owns Yoshimura. What it 
means is that Vetter wants to go 
racing. Yoshimura wants to go racing. 
So we're going racing together. It's 
fun, it's advertising, it's press. . . so we 
do it. Vetter/Yoshimura does it. 


Pops did not go to Japan to eke 
money out of Suzuki Japan. Pops went 
to help his daughter and son-in-law set 
up a Yoshimura Parts shop in Japan. 
Pops also moved to Japan to test the 
GP bikes. Pops doesn't race to make 
money, he races to test his ideas about 
making a motorcycle go fast against 
the next guy's ideas. 

Yoshimura doesn't make money 
racing. We make money selling 
Yoshimura high performance parts. 
We sell parts, go racing, use the racing 
as advertising testimonials, go racing, 
sell parts . . . on and on. But we don't 
win the money, the riders do. And the 
riders keep the money they win. They 
don't give it to Yoshimura. 


As for David Emde — I am really 
shocked by this ^ information 
surrounding Emde. As David will 
attest to when I was employed with 
Nippondenso, I assisted him on many 
occasions. And when David lost the 
Yoshimura ride I used what influence 
I.had with Yosh to get his ride back. 
Just not possible. The spare engines 
were stuck in a customs hassle return- 
ing from Le Mans in 1979 and to 
supply Emde with a bike Yoshimura 
would have had to sacrifice one of the 
spare engines for his top two riders, 
Ron Pierce and Wes Cooley. Neither 
rider wanted to do this and Yoshimura 
could not take the chance of such an 
action. I explained this to David last 
summer. He wasn't happy but he 
understood, I thought. David was 
hired independently to ride Daytona 
— he was not paid but he was allowed 
to keep the contingencies. The same 
for the Ontario 6-Hour. 

Anyway, we're not so bad at 
Yoshimura. And I guess neither are 
our competitors; otherwise they 
wouldn't be race people! So let's shake 
hands and come out fighting! Good 
luck to аШ

AMA Supercross Series: 


Round three 


Rhinestone 
Cowboy shines 
in Oakland

OAKLAND, CA, FEB. 24 


Having the third race of the AMA Supercross 
Series delayed by the recent storms in California 
might have been just what Kent Howerton 
needed. After badly bruising his arm in an 


endo two weeks ago at the Seattle 
Supercross, the “Rhinestone 
Cowboy” demonstrated ample 
strength to toss his factory Suzuki 
around the extremely rough, sandy 
track to victory at the Bay Area 
Supercross. In doing so, he also 
vaulted himself closer to Yamaha's 
Mike Bell in the series point standings. 


Preliminaries 

Winner of the first and fastest 
qualifying moto was Honda’s Jim 
Gibson who held off a hard-charging 
Mike Bell aboard his factory Yamaha. 
PDQ's Jimmy Ellis came up third. 

The second qualifier went to 
Howerton who pressed Kawasaki's 
Warren Reid the whole way until a fall 
in a slow, tricky corner a couple laps 
from the end seemingly put the Suzuki 
teamster out of the running for the 
win. However, Reid got off not once, 


but twice after the bridge, effectively 
handing Howerton the win. 

Chuck Sun was an easy winner in 
the third qualifier followed by Honda 
teammate Donnie Hansen and Arlo 
Englund on a PDQ Yamaha. 

Tommy Croft, another PDQ rider, 
eked out the win in the last qualifier, 
Team Honda's Steve Wise surging in 
the last few laps and nudging him at 
the finish. 

The first semi-final went to Mark 
Gregson on a LOP Yamaha who got 
Kawasaki’ Larry Wosick just before 
the white flag. Semi number two 
belonged to Yamaha's Marty Tripes 
with Danny LaPorte trailing him in on 
a works Suzuki. 


LaPorte’s teammate Brian Myers- 
cough went wire-to-wire in the con- 
solation event to earn a start in the 
final also.

Final 

The rains which had fallen during 
the qualifiers let up for the final and 
when the gate dropped Sun snagged 
the lead, avoiding the inevitable first 
turn delays caused by stalled and 
fallen riders. Dropping into place 
behind him were Hansen, Croft and 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward. 

Croft lost two places the second time 
around, Ward and Wise both getting 
by him. He eventually finished eighth. 

On lap four, as Hansen started 
making things a little hot for Sun, 
Ward got a bit out of shape going up 
the bridge and clipped a hap bale, 
sending him sprawling in a spectacular 
get-off that left him with little desire to 
go on. 

With Ward out, the race became a 
three-rider Honda train for a short 
while—Sun, Hansen and Wise. 
Coming up strong and forcefully, 
though, was a blur of yellow, and by 
lap six Howerton was sitting in second 
just ahead of Wise and Hansen. 
Howerton’s teammate Mark Barnett 
put himself in fifth. 


Wise wouldn't let Howerton shake 
him, though, and as the two bounced 
around the track, they began reeling 
in Sun until Howerton was sandwiched 
between the two. 

With Sun in his sights, Howerton 
took aim in the tight lefthander before 
the gnarly finish straight. He dived for 
the big berm on the outside while Sun 
tucked in underneath and when he 
came out, there was a contact between 
them. 

Sun later said, “he kinda slid when 
he came around me and banged my 
knee.” It set Sun a little off balance, 
and when he came up to the first 
deeply-rutted whoop, he fell as 
Howerton flashed by into the lead. 

Howerton admitted, “We kinda 
bumped. Chuck is one of the hardest 
persons to pass, along with (Yamaha’s) 
Rex Staten.” 

The track was also’ a factor. 
“There’s really only one line and 
passing was really hard. It was a hard 
track to be smooth on, so consequently 
there was a lot of banging around.” 

Sun got going again in third 
position, but had lost his rhythm along 
with the lead. Barnett came up to 
challenge, passing him a couple laps 
before the finish. 

Meanwhile, Wise continued to dog 
Howerton and even pulled up along- 
side him which drew a roar from the 
crowd. As Wise put it, though, “I 
couldn't find the charge to pass him.” 

Howerton happily kept his lead to 
the checkers. After finishing second, 
Wise said half-jokingly, "Next week, 
Howerton!" Barnett and Sun followed

them in for third and fourth. Gibson 
and Hansen got their best-yet Super- 
cross finishes in fifth and sixth, 
Hansen somewhat hampered by a knee 
and ankle he twisted in practice. 

In seventh was Marty Tripes with a 
tremendous catch-up ride after his 
bike quit in the first turn leaving him 
at the rear of the pack. Rounding out 
the top ten were Croft, Dan Turner on 
the Bill Harrison Construction Maico 
and LOP's Marty Moates. 

Afterwards, Howerton breathed a 
sigh of relief and exclaimed, “I was so 
happy I made it around the first turn!” 
Riders have fallen right in front of him 
in the first turn of the last few races he 
explained. 


“I think the other riders were trying 
too hard (today), " he said. “Part of my 
strategy was not to push as hard as I 
usually do at the beginning. I think it 
worked.” 

Barnett had a plan roughly similar 
to Howerton's. “I tried to ride really 
consistent," he said. "I got a halfway 
good start. Then, I noticed a couple of 
riders ahead of me making some mis- 
takes. It was so rough that I paced my- 
self at the beginning and started going 
faster near the end." 

All riders seemed to agree that the 
track was rough. Howerton said, "It 
was just very difficult to keep good 
control. There's a lot of spots where 
the frame would hit (due to deep 
Tuts).” 











Wise shook his head and said, “This 
track is one of the hardest to pass on 
because of the grooves.” He especially 
noticed the severe demands of the 
course as he had expected more rain 
and mud. Thus, he had a softer shock 
installed prior to the race and experi- 
enced a lot of bottoming. 


Even with a good shock (or two), 
“It’s one of the hardest tracks,” agreed 
Howerton. “There wasn’t really any 
spot, except for about five feet, that 
you could rest on.” 


It's unlikely that Howerton would 
rest very long on the track anyway, 
though, especially when he goes into 
Atlanta on March 1 just four points 
shy of Bells 1980 Supercross series 
points lead. 49

AMA National Enduro 
Series: Round one 


Hannon cops 
Chaparrals’ 
Coyote 


Derby

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 24 


Team Yamaha’s Mike Hannon edged team- 
mate Rick Munyon by just one point to capture 
the overall win in the opening round of the 
1980 National Championship Enduro Series. 


The successful debut of the newly 
organized Yamaha enduro effort 
was capped when ISDT Gold 
Medalist Larry Roeseler won 
the A-200cc class. 

All the factories had their teams 
present, since the new 12 race schedule 
didn’t allow for any no shows. Eleven 
AA riders entered along with most of 
the top A riders in the country. The 
recent devastating rains in California 
just prior to the event may have been 
a disaster to most of California but it 
was joyful relief to the desert riders. 
The saturated ground meant supreme 
traction and more importantly, no 
dust. 

Many of the Eastern riders who have 
never been to the desert were a bit 


apprehensive but came out of the 
event with a bunch of respect and most 
admitted they had a good time. Most 
commented that the Chaparrals did 
an excellent all-around job with 
respect to course layout, check 
placement and accuracy. 

The three-loop, 150-mile run, 
started out fairly easy and got 
progressively tougher. The first loop 
was easily zeroed by the good riders but 
was still considered challenging by the 
“С” riders who only rode the first loop. 

The second loop was considerably 
more challenging with the speeds 
kicked up a bit. It was designed to 
wear down the riders and take away 
points only if a rider made a mistake. 
The loop did take away a point from 
most except for Hannon. He was the 








only rider to zero the modest special 
test near the end of the loop. 

The third loop was designed to take 
away points and did just that. A 12- 
mile long special test just three miles 
into the loop with a “check-in” to 
insure everybody went in on time to 
eliminate the “gambler” from having 
an advantage. The 12-mile section was 
extremely tight by desert standards 
and with a 30 mph speed average, took 
points by the bunches. It was marked 
well and tested the riders to the fullest. 
All the top riders agreed it was a 
National caliber test. After a 18 
minute reset to let everyone catch their 
breath, the riders found themselves 
into another shorter special test. While 
not as tight as the first, fatigue slowed 
many and a couple of scary long down- 
hills slowed many, especially the “B” 
riders. Stories of riders end over down 
the опе particularly steep hill 
circulated through the pits after the 
race. Since the hill was sand, I didn't 
hear of any injuries. Also spectating 
was AMA Member Activities Director 
Kathy Wanta who seemed to be very 
happy on how the event turned out 
and was very impressed with the 
organization of the enduro. 

The new FIM course markers were 
introduced and met with mixed 
results. The arrows are very wide and 
seemed to be designed to be stapled on 
a, tree. Since the Chaparrals couldn’t 
ind many trees they had to use stakes, 
which didn’t work that good unless two 
stakes were used or the arrow was 
folded over. Since the Chaparrals 
would have to carry a tremendous 
number of stakes out on the course 
they opted to fold the arrows to fit one 
stake. The FIM “Straight” marker is a 
big flourescent circle which worked 
extremely well. Unfortunately the 
wrong way marker is the same circle, 
same color with a "X" across it. The 
“X was very hard to pick up and be 
mistaken for the “Straight” marker. 
The Chaparrals finally ended up using 
a more traditional “W” on critical 
wrong way turns. 

Six-time National Champion Dick 
Burleson took third overall in his quest 
for yet another championship. The 
third was actually a good start for him 
as he figures to beat both Hannon and 
Munyon back East starting next week 
at Stone Mountain, GA. Team 
Honda's Mike Godfrey beat out Can- 
Am's Johnny Martin for fourth AA. 
Martin hurt his leg when he caught a 
bush and twisted his knee but was able 
to walk after the event. 

Team Kawasakis Ted Leimbach 
won the A-250cc class with a 13 point 
effort to edge out teammate Mark 
Hyde by a single digit. Local enduro 
aces Garner Palenske (DMG Mai), 
Randy Liebig (KTM) and Doug Heil 
all lost 19 points to challenge for third 
in clas. Some tiebreakers weren't 
computed as of this writing. 

The A Open class was won by Tom 
Webb (Kolbe C-A) with a seven point 
los. Webb was High, Point A, using 
Eastern standards. Doug Bertram 
(Hus) from northern California took 
second A-Open with eight points. The 
enduro was also the opening event of 
the California Golden State Enduro 
Championship which will determine 
the California State Champions. Many 
of the northern California riders 
ventured down into the desert but are 
waiting to get the southern California 
riders up North into the trees and 
such. Series coordinator Jerry Counts 
is especially welcome in respect to his 
pre-race hype that the northern riders 
couldn't win down south. 

Regional Senior #1 Pete Smith 
(Kolbe C-A) took the A-Senior win 
over Ron Fry (Yam). Super Senior 
honors went to Jesse Goldberg (KTM). 

B rider results were not available at 
deadline. C riders were led by teenager

Movie review 


Peter Starr’s Take 
it to the Limit

Ever seen grass track? How about the Isle of 
Man TT? Better yet, have you ever ridden the 
Isle of Man? No? Well you must have ridden 





the Indy mile or road raced at Riverside at least. 


Wrong again? No need to 
apologize, thou who art compet- 
itive of blood but broke of bank, 
for Peter Starr has come to you as 
a saving light in the dark with his latest 
celluloid creation, Take й to the Limit. 


Starr's film takes you into many 
facets of two-wheeled competition, 
and I do mean znto. He makes exten- 
sive use of bike-mounted cameras 
which, along with Dolby stereo, give 


you the feel of speeding through the : 


English countryside peering through a 
plexiglass bubble or hitting 130 on a 
one-mile dirt oval.in the heart of 
America. 

“1 really believe that this film is as 
close to racing a motorcycle (you can 
get) without actually racing one," says 
Starr who should know, having been a 
factory Triumph road racer in the 
early '60s. "Everything (that is shown 
in the film) happened; it is for real." 

Three years in the making, Take zt 
to the Limit is rich in behind-the-scene 
stories of humor, heart-pounding ex- 
citement and fun. Take the opening 
scene, for example. It was actually the 
last thing filmed and was done on 
California's Highway 150, approximate- 
ly 50 miles northwest of downtown Los 
Angeles. 

An un-named rider (actually road 
racer David Emde) is shown climbing 
aboard a Yamaha XS-11 and motor- 
ing off through a deserted mountain 
road. As each curve comes up to chal- 
lenge him, he thinks back to a race 
and the speed increases, 80, 90, 100 
miles an hour. You flick through many 
esses and short straights, look down at 
the speedo and are shocked to see the 
needle at 130. 

Suddenly, however, the bubble 
bursts and the rider sees a couple 
crashes in his mind's eye. He backs off. 
The speed drops. 

The California Highway Patrol had 
blocked off several miles of the road 
for the filming but apparently hadn't 


been fully briefed on what would take 
place. 

"The CHP had no idea of what we 
were going to do. It was a lot of fun!” 
said Starr. "I'll never forget the cop's 
face when we went by him the first 
time doing about 80 to 90 miles an 
hour. We were really hauling!” 

The CHP officers present, though, 
took a very dim view on such unex- 
pected shenanigans and for a while, 
continuation of the session was touch 
and go. 

After explanations were offered and 
things straightened out, however, 
Starr praised the CHP for their co- 
operation, “They were terrific, just 
super!” 

One incident that nearly turned trag- 
ic occurred at Riverside Raceway. Starr 
had rented the facility to shoot footage 
of World Road Race Champion, 
Kenny Roberts. Skip Aksland was 
helping out by riding a camera bike. 

Aksland was following Roberts com- 
ing out of turn nine, a fast moderately- 
banked sweeper preceding the 
start/finish straight. He suddenly lost 
control and was pitched off the bike 
hard, (To this day, nobody knows ex- 
actly what happened, but it’s assumed 
that Aksland just grabbed too much 
throttle.) 

When the bike hit the asphalt, the 
gas tank split and burst into flames in- 
stantly. Aksland ended up at the edge 
of the track, unconscious when a fire- 
man sprayed him with СО? and 
effectively cut off his breathing. 

Roberts, unaware of what had hap- 
pened behind him, wondered why 
everybody was running toward the 
turn he had just exited so he looked 
back and saw Aksland on the ground. 
He did a quick U-turn and jetted 
toward Aksland, reaching him before 

* thoseon foot could. Roberts pulled 
Aksland away from the flames and 
helped him start to breathe again. 

Remarkably, Aksland was out of the 





hospital that night. He was bruised 
and his arm was in a sling, but other- 





wise, he was in good condition. The 
bike and camera had been totalled. 

Starr helped develop a special “lip 
mike” for da film which enables the 
rider to wear it underneath a full face 
helmet and describe just what is hap- 
pening while it happens. With a 
camera rolling on the bike and the 
rider telling you what is going on in a 
choppy, stacatto voice, a new dimen- 
sion is added to the scene. 

Starr used the mike on Roberts at 
Riverside and was amazed at how 
calmy he spoke while at racing speeds. 
"Kenny was going around Riverside 
with the mike and lapping at 1-2 sec- 
onds under the absolute record!" he 
exclaimed. "Paul Newman was there 
watching the whole thing and shook 
his head and said, “Не'з crazy! I would 
never share the same garage with 
him!” 

For a multitude of crashes per day, 
it’s hard to beat a hillclimb. Starr shot 
one at DeAnza Cycle Park in southern 
California. He found the participants 
quite enthusiastic and more than will- 
ing to ham it up a bit for the camera. 

When they discovered that their 
event was being filmed, each competi- 
tor threw in $5 to a pot which grew to 
$200 with absolutely no prompting from 
the film crew. The money would go to 
the rider who came up with the crash 
of the day. 

There were many crashes on the 
treacherous-looking hill that day 
ranging from simple stepping off the 
rear of the bike numbers to the more 
common flipping over backwards 
routines. But the crash of the day went 
to the man who, in predictable Holly- 
wood fashion, saved the best for last. 
In the final crash of the day, he earned 
the $200 pot for his spectacular get-off 
in which the bike jumped up as he fell 
off the back and somersaulted, the 
bike landing behind him and a freeze 
frame capturing the action’s peak. 
Though sore, the $200 undoubtedly 
helped soothe the pain. 

Shooting on location, of course, 
almost guarantees that problems will 
be encountered and shooting delayed 
due to inclement weather. When film- 
ing former European Trials Champion 
Mick Andrews in Buxton, a small 
English village, it rained for five days 
solid. 

The hotel in which the film crew 
stayed had a small pub on the first 
floor and for five days, all they could 
do was stay inside, playing darts and 
drinking beer by day and sleeping up 
in their rooms by night. When the 
weather finally did break, it was 
beautiful, and the crew completed all 
the shooting in one day. 

One of the most fascinating segments 
of motorcycling, at least from a 
mechanically technical aspect, is drag 
racing. Starr worked with Russ Collins, 
the Top Fuel record holder whose 
exotic creation dubbed “The Sorcerer” 
proves to be an exciting place on 
which to mount a camera. Watching 
Collins light up the fat Goodyear drag- 
slick and hearing (almost feeling) the 
crackle of the double Honda-engined 
sprinter is breathtaking. 

“Russ broke his record with the 
camera on the bike,” boasts Starr. 
Unfortunately, the run and “new rec- 


ord” was unofficial due to the rules оп. 


what constitutes an official record. 
There is much, much more that the 
film covers. Nearly every form of motor- 
cyling and more than a dozen of the 
top personalities in the sport 
(including Roger DeCoster, Barry 
Sheene, Scott Autrey and Debbie 
Evans-Leavitt) are shared with us on 
the screen. Starr artfully blends in 
music by Foreigner, Arlo Guthrie, 
John McEuen, Jean Luc Ponty and 
others to complement the mood of 
each scene. I can highly recommend 
Take it to the Limit which starts in 
selected theaters on the east coast on 
Mar. 5 and in Los Angeles on May 28. @

Or, can a World Champ find 


happiness, given enough wheels?

After spending eight months flying back and 
forth to Europe to bounce off boulders, slog 
through mud and creep across cambers, you’d 


think a fellow would want to relax some in the 
off-season. So what did Bernie 





Schreiber bring home to La 
Crescenta along with his world 
trials crown? A trials sidehack. 


The English-built BKS unit bolts 
right onto a Bultaco Sherpa T after 
welding a few tabs in place. According 
to Bernie, the BKS is the hot chair in 
British sidecar trials. 


Sidecar trials? Naturally. Anything 
the British do on two wheels is also 
pursued with three wheels and two 
bodies. Road racing, motocross and 
trials. They've even put chairs on 
speedway and grasstrack bikes. Britain 
has had a National Championship 
sidecar series since 1950. They even 
used to run them in the Scottish Six 
Days until the sections became too 
radical for three-wheeling. 


Obviously, three wheels and four 
feet complicate the scoring. Dabs by 
the driver count just as they do in solo 
trials, But monkey footing is forbidden 
— one dab means the maximum five 
points. And, contrary to the 
continuous forward motion rule of solo 
trials, a no-dab pause is not ruled a 
five-point stop. 


One would figure that anything 
with three wheels is far more stable 
than a two-wheeler. But then, they 
used to figure that the Titanic was 
unsinkable. True, the rig feels quite 
stable— at rest. But as soon as the 





terrain starts moving by, its an 
experience totally unlike any known 

by the soloist. Balancing a Sherpa with 
the sidestand up is a snap compared to 
trundling the three-wheeler about. 
One rapidly learns the value of team 
work. The rig constantly feels as if on 
the brink of tilting over or mindlessly 
going its own way. 

The solo trials rider has to learn to 
revise his Standard Operating 
Procedure if he hopes to remain 
upright. The gas must be left on all 
the way up a climb. The sidecar won't 
coast because the third wheel acts as a 
dragging brake. The unit starts 
moving toward the chair side the 
instant the power is shut off. But turn 
around is fair play, for hard 
acceleration finds the unit veering 
away from the chair side. 

Slow turns require plenty of clutch 
work. Since the rig can’t be leaned. .. 
strike that, it can be leaned very easily, 
often involuntarily. But lean has little 
affect on direction control. You have 
to steer to turn. This usually requires 
some serious input at the bars, 
especially when turning toward the 
chair side. Manhandling is more like 
it. Bumpy ground or a_ heavy 
passenger can lighten or lift the front 
end. This makes direction changes 
really interesting. 

Camber crossings call for a reverse 
of solo tactics. The chairman and 
driver must weight the top side of the

bike. Turns also call for this 180 in 
technique. The monkey weights to the 
inside, not the outside of the direction 
change, 


Like roller-disco or learning to chew 
gum and be president at the same 
time, the chair can be mastered with 
enough effort. Mike Griffitts and 
Martin Belair, two retired national 
trialsmen, got the hang of it after a 
day's session. The duo had to rely on 
continual communication. however. 
Pilot to bombardier—two minutes to 
Berlin — prepare to turn left. 

And how does the World Champ 
ride his three-wheeler? He tries to ride 
it the same way he rides his two- 
wheeler. Boldly. Straight over 
boulders. Floating a turn. But the 
third wheel, like a chaperone at the 
Soph Hop Ball, tends to put a damper 
on the artistry. 

While sidecar trials or just plain old 
three-wheeled uttering may not 
exactly be an idea whose time has 
come, it is beginning to kindle some 
interest in the states. Those air 
subscriptions to the English Trials @ 
Motocross News jetting over have 
helped increase the trials community’s 
awareness. Chairs are now being 
imported and also built here. The 
Tryals Shope is importing the BKS 
and also developing their own. Side 
Strider, an outfit that has been 
building quality street rigs for years, is 
fabricating a right side chair for sale. 
Burbank Yamaha/Montesa will also 
sell it. And in Colorado, a 
transplanted Englishman, Allen 
Carpenter, is building units. 

A national organization, AOTSCA 
(American Observed Trials Side Car 
Association), has already been 
formed. They held a sidecar national 
in Kansas City on Nov. 18. 

With all this interest in tri-wheeling, 
we may soon be seeing some new 
bumper stickers showing up around 
the areas where balance, traction and 
cleanliness are the — bywords. 
Something like: Trials riders do it with 
all four feet up. e
